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IOO Battle Blaze 
ON FUTURE NATO STRATEGY 
LBJ, Wilson Confer, 
Joint Report Planned 


WASHINGTON (U PI)— P resi­ 
dent Johnson and British Prim e 
Minister Harold Wilson conclude 
today 
an 
intensive 
series 
of 
talks they hope will lead to 
broader allied agreem ent on the 
future shape of NATO nuclear 
strategy. 


They were holding morning 
and afternoon sessions. 


Their two conferences Mon­ 
day apparently resulted in 
a 
check of the pell-mell American 
push to create a Multilateral 


Nuclear Force (MLF) with or 
without 
British 
participation. 
The U.S.-sponsored plan is for 
a surface fleet of 25 vessels 
arm ed 
with 
Polaris 
missiles 
and manned by mixed national­ 
ity crews. 


Spokesmen tor Johnson and 
Wilson emphasized that no de­ 
cisions would be made on the 
controversial MLF at this time. 
And there was no U.S. contra­ 
diction when Wilson said the 
two leaders’ only purpose now 
was 
to establisn 
“ guidelines” 


for a broader discussion of the 
subject by all the Allies. 


Johnson and Wilson were ex­ 
pected today to come to some 
understanding on the advisabil­ 
ity of new moves to test the 


willingness of R ussia’s recently 


installed 
leaders 
to 
negotiate 
further 
tension-easing 
agree­ 
ments. 


In this connection, it was con­ 
sidered likely that Wilson would 
m ake any initial approach to 
Moscow and report back to the 
United States and other Allies. 


The Anglo-American leaders 
held two long business discus­ 
sions Monday, then participated 
in a festive evening of dinner 
and 
dancing 
at 
the 
White 
House. 


At dinner Johnson and Wilson 


exchanged expressions of high 
confidence, 
with 
the 
British 
leader praising Johnson for his 
“ courageous stand” on the civil 


rights issue. 


Wilson plans to hold a press 
conference early Wednesday be­ 
fore departing for New York 
and Canada.
